In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the Interview as 
wanranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Forni is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representatives, the examiner, his supervisor and tQAS 
Eyier discussed the current rejections of record in applications 10/288,680, 10/079,241 and 10/208,508. The 
discussion focused on the 1 12 first paragraph rejections based on a lack of written description and a lack of scope of 
enablement. While the claims from each case were not identical, they were somewhat related and the issue for which 
the rejections were made was shared between the cases. The examiner, his supervisor and the tQAS continued to 
reiterate the position that applicants claimed polymerases, compositions and polynucleotides did not have sufficient 
structure for them to meet the requirements of written description and enablement. This was in part due to the wording 
of the claims in question which recited a polymerase "comprising a mutation*' or a polynucleotide "having a mutation". 
The examiner and tQAS suggested adding more structure to the claims as a means of overcoming the rejections.. . 
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
